are disclosed in document 3, in the invention that is 
disclosed in document 1 . 

The invention set forth in claims 7-9, 12 and 34 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1, document 2 and document 4 cited in the 
international search report. It would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to emplo y the point light source that 
FonnPCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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is disclosed in document 2 and the feature of configuring 
so that the radii of the curvatures of the curved surfaces 
that connect the sloped surfaces of the fine projecting 
parts increase in the vicinity of the incident surface, 
which is disclosed in document 4, in the invention that is 
disclosed in document 1 . 

The invention set forth in claims 22-23 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1, 
document 2 and document 5 cited in the international 
search report. It would be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to employ the point light source that is disclosed 
in document 2, as well as the feature of polishing the 
mold and the feature of providing an irregular pattern to 
the mold by means of an etching method, which are set 
forth in document 5, in the invention that is disclosed in 
document 1 . 

The invention set forth in claim 39 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1, document 2 
and document 6 cited in the international search report. 
It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to employ
